Prof. Hu{,lies stated that the old 
conflict between religion and sci- 
ence has vanished. The true unity 
ot science and true religion has 
been exposed in a poem written 
by- Sir Alfred Noyes, called "On 
Science and Religion." 

Our philosophy should be based 
on a spiritual foundation. The 
educator has an opportunity of 
rendering a Christian service in 
his calling. 

. Prof. Hughes staled that wc must 
insist on. placing .teaching along 
with preaching which, challenges 
ilic chergles of young people. 
"Christianity demands respect for 
young life," he said.

This process, In very fact. Is a 
method ot decentralization, a dis- 
tribution of responsibility and au- 
thority ' on specific activities to 
groups which arc in closer contact 
with them. These, co-ordinating 
committees, it should'bc noted, have 
no executive power of direction. 
Dances and smokers, etc., would 
still be run Just as they are at pre- 
sent, under the control of the un- 
dergraduate societies. 

The counril, then,' freed ot its 
burden of detbil; would be able to 
plan and guide the program for the 
campus as a whole. It would be 
able to devote more of ils time to 
co-ordlnatin;! activities and to ob- 
taining co-nceiatlon.

This, in brief. Is the second half 
of ihc gennial plan to solve some 
of the admliilstrativc and co-ordin 
atlvc problems that face tho coun- 
cil. The present three dollar in- 
crease in fe-;s prcschjs still an add 
ed problem -• how best to distrib 
ute the fiindsT By _ placing tho 
council In closer toucli with campus 
activity by the system described. 
It will more easily see where added 
funds will do the most good and 
how best to distribute them. 

This Is not some drastic change 
or general upheaval. It-is ntÉrdy, 
a ciosei- union of what alrciidy'^.' 
isls. It won't solve all the problem:. 
It won't be done by a snap of the 
fingÉr.'. Details will have to be 
worked out with those concerned, 
particularly during the summei 
months, so that with the ground- 
work laid by September, positive 
co-ordination and guidance c«n Im- 
mediately begin when collegè 
starts. I

Miss Williams CSlgnora Frola) 
and Mr. MacCallan (Signer Ponza), 
despite the handicap of a transla- 
tion which falls into tho trap ot 
artificial vocabulary, .managed to 
bring life and colour Into their 
long, explanatory speeches. Eliza- 
beth Chrlitensen (Signera Ponza), 
as- the third of the mysterlou» 
three, was too deliberate, even 
monotonous in her Important 
speech. 

Most of Pirandello's critics and 
producers agree that the rest of the 
play should be played as carica- 
tures of heartlessness, curiosity, 
and malice, and strongly contrasted 
with realistic' portrayals of the 
three tragic figures. Even the 
MRTs programme stressed "Piran- 
dello treats them more as cartoons 
than as satires . . ." but Jack How- 
lett, the director, apparently dis< 
agreed, and had them played re- 
alistically.— Len Ashley. ' .

University of Montreal Goncert 



The concert given on Thursday 
night by Pierre Luboschutz and 
Genia Nemcnoff started with an 
adaptation of 'Now Comes the 
Gentle Saviour' from Bach's Christ- 
mas Cantata. Here Pitrre Lubos- 
chutz tried to express his person- 
ality in Interpreting Bach, while 
Genla Nemcnoff was more content 
to follow passively. 

The only modern work of the 
evening was Rlctl's 'Suite Cham- 
pêtre'. This piece is an Interesting 
attempt to combine the Influence 
of Scarlatti, with r certain harder, 
chromatic brilliance. The bourrée 
was pleasing, even soothing, but It 
was not easy to see anything new 
or positive evolved by Rlctl from 
these two Influences. In the écos- 
saise, the second movement, an 
clement of humor seemed to be in- 
troduced, intentionally or other- 
wIjc, by the vague presence of the 
highland fling, and the slightly 
arabesque : effect given by :thE 



slow, sharp, deliberate picking out 
of notes in certain passages. 

Combinations of influences in the 
Saint-Sacns 'Variations on a Theme 
of Beethoven', were brought out 
well by n careful Interpretation 
from the duottists. The free, power- 
ful Bectt)oven theme, with a sug- 
gestion of the grotesquely gcrmanic, 
kept its qualities in the quiet reason- 
ableness of the blending with Saint- 
Saens. In later variations a certain 
delicacy was added, the pianists suc- 
cessfully portraying the strange har- 
mony of the moods. In one variation 
a curious tension was built up, re- 
solved first into the clear strength 
of the original theme, and then into 
a new, fugallstlc form. 

As Chopin wrote only one four- 
hand v/ork, the Rondo, it Is diffi- 
cult to know If the blurred effect 
of the performance on Thursday, the 
lack of crisp distinction between 
themes often to be expected - from 
Chopin, was entirely ■ the ■ fault of 
the pianists Interpreting thé work, 
Paul /Harris.
